rapid  plunge,  but  my  return  to  daylight,  if  I am  indeed  returning,  is 
leisurely  enough  ....  I doubt  not  that  Nebuchadnezzar  had  friends 
in  his  prosperity, — all  kings  have  many ; but  when  his  nails  became 
like  eagle's  claws,  and  he  ate  grass  like  an  ox,  I suppose  he  had  few 
to  pity  him.  Yet  from  a monarch  to  a beast  is  not  so  violent  a tran- 
sition as  from  a spiritual  man  to  such  a man  as  I have  been  these 
many  years.”

He  acknowledges  the  mercies  of  God  during 
his  past  life,  and  for  relief  during  his  present  sickness,  and  continues, 
“ Make  me  truly  thankful  for  the  call  by  which  Thou  hast  awakened 
my  conscience  and  summoned  me  to  repentance.  Let  not  Thy  call,  O 
Lord,  be  forgotten,  or  Thy  summons  neglected,  but  let  the  residue  of 
my  life,  whatever  it  shall  be,  be  passed  in  true  contrition,  and  diligent 
obedience.  Let  me  repent  of  the  sins  of  my  past  years,  and  so  keep 
Thy  laws  for  the  time  to  come,  that  when  it  shall  be  Thy  good  pleasure 
to  call  me  to  another  state,  I may  find  mercy  in  Thy  sight.

“ I have  nearly  discontinued  writing  any  thing  that  can  pretend  to  be 
poetry.  Within  the  last  four  years  I have  composed  only  one  elabo- 
rate piece  (and  in  that  I fear  the  labour  is  more  apparent  than  the  suc- 
cess), which  I intended  to  have  given  to  a publication  to  which  it  was 
understood  that  Sir  W.  Scott,  Southey,  Wordsworth,  Coleridge,  and 
all  the  greatest  names  of  the  day  were  to  contribute.  In  such  illus- 
trious company  I was  willing  to  distinguish  myself  at  any  peril  of  com- 
parative failure,  for  to  run  with  kings  in  a race  of  glory  was  sufficient 
honour  and  reward  for  me.

The  poems  are  29  in  number,  and  unfortunately  some  have  been  ren- 
dered imperfect,  but  have  all  been  neatly  mended  by  paper  of  nearly 
the  same  colour.  The  time  of  these  productions  lias  been  given, 
but  is  partly  erased  ; it  appears  to  have  been  at  the  age  of  1 1 years 
or  thereatbous.
